That the result of the enforcement 
of provisions of the state law regard­

mission and that probably only a com­ 
paratively few of these permits would 
be granted.

On an average of sixty cai* owners 
leach year pay into the Borough treas­ 
ury fees, 
according to 
a local ordi­ 
nance, for permission to operate 
his 
-automobile for hire. 
These men and 
j those who pay license fees for single 
days only contribute 
between $1,000 
and $1,500 yearly to the coffers of the 
town. Jitney drivers have discovered 
there is a clause in their application 
for a permit that raises a doubt as to 
whether 
the Borough will have

right to levy the tax they have been 
[collecting. 
Following is the clause in 
question: 
“That your petitioner has obtained 
no right, flower, franchise or privilege 
|under any ordinance, municipal con­ 
fract or otherwise and is advised that 
ach right or power

I under the existing laws «*f the state.” 
Gettysburg jitney drivers have their 
licenses 
paid to 
the Borough 
until 
June I of this year and there is little 
j doubt that the examiner, w ho will he 
sent here to conduct a hearing in the 
court house on January 18, will have 
many questions to answer. 
While there is a possibility that not 
all jitney drivers seeking permits will 
I obtain them, 
the general opinion 
is 
that because of Gettysburg’s peculiar 
position special 
regulations will 
be 
,made for this town. 
At any rate the 
! examiner will be deluged with figures 
showing the need for a large number 
!of automobiles for hire here. 
Drivers are now' wondering whether 
it will he necessary for them to secure

ACTIVE PRU6RAM 


Work in All Branches of Agri­ 
culture Will Be Given 
Attention. 


H A S ACCOMPLISHED MUCH 


Farm Agent Hoffman Gave Detailed 
Report of Work Done And Projects 
For Future. 


For the information of the farmers 
and citizens of Adams 
County who 
arc Interested in the accomplishments 
of tho Farm Bureau for the year 1921, 
I refer you to a letter which you will 
receive in the near future, which will 
include a congested summary. 
Rather than tire you with enumer­ 
ating the accomplishments of the Bu­ 
reau the past year, I feel that it would 
be much more fruitful for us to pre­ 
sent possibilities for the future and 
enumerating in detail the means by 
which a Bureau such as is established 
in this County can accomplish, things 
which will mean for the betterment of 
Adams County in both 
Agricultural 
and Business ways. 
We are fortunate to have conditions 
in this County which are favorable in 
every way to the production of numer­ 
ous agricultural products. 
Our soil, 
even though of many different types 
is all adapted to growing many of our 
farm crops. 
The 
climate of this 
County does not limit to any apprecia­ 
ble ‘extent the kind of crops which 
should be grown in thi» latitude. 
Our 
markets 
and marketing conditions 
are second to none in this S tate. 
Our 
highways and railways facilities of­ 
fer every opportunity to promote suc­ 
cessful marketing of farm products. 
Farm ers of this State will profit to 
an extraordinary extent by the action 
of the Highway Department 
in im­ 
proving the highways of this State. 
This nob only will improve transpor­ 
tation facilities for interstate and in 
tercounty traffic, but offers splendid 
opportunities for farmers within any 
County. 
Through the existence of the 
Ex­ 
tension Service of our own State Col­ 
lege we are offered additional oppor­ 
tunities by having at our disposal such 
services as specialists 
advice on 
all 
the lines of agriculture, including live­ 
stock, soil fertility, farm crops and 
disease control, given free of charge, j 
You will no doubt be interested in 1 
the position which the various lines of 
agriculture hold in Adams County. I 
have prepared these in consecutive or­ 
der and am sure they will be of inter­ 
est to the citizens of this County. The 
leading 
agriculture listed 
in 
this 
County is cereals. 
The total valua­ 
tion according to the Bureau of Sta­ 
tistics of the State 
Department of 
Agriculture is $5,917,785. 
Dairy ranks second in value with 
dairy 
cattle 
and 
dairy 
products 
amounting to $2,314,539. 
Hay 
and 
forage ranks third in value amounting 
to 
$1,964,516. 
Fruits 
and nuts is 
fourth in value amounting to $1,936,- 
376. 
Poultry stands fifth valued at 
$1,284,856. 
Beef 
cattle 
is 
sixth 
amounting 
to $780,970. 
Vegetables 
ranks 
seventh amount 
to $775,155. 
Swine ranks eighth in value amount­ 
ing to $673,167. 
After considering the values of our 
various agricultural products in this 
county and the position they hold, we 
are 
confronted 
with 
the 
question 
“ What can the Farm Bureau in 
an 
educational way do along improving 
these various lines?" The position the 
various lines hold today is due largely 
to the promotion of existing agricul­ 
tural agencies, as well as to line the 
natural conditions, 
which mean 
for 
promotion of these industries. 
The 
first line then to be considered is the 
improvement of the cereal crop indus­ 
try . 
Corn And Wheat 
Corn is the fundamental farm crop 
in this county under the classification 
of cereals and its improvement from 
the Farm Bureau standpoint is limit­ 
ed to about two lines of activities. 
The conducting of com 
variety 
tests, a line which has been followed 
for the past two years and which 
might well be conducted. 
The demonstrating the Disease Con­ 
trol and in corn and breeding the dis­ 
ease-free variety of type. 
Although 
from 
the 
economical 
standpoint may not be as profitable as 
other crops, yet it ranks high in value 
in this county. 
Since it is an impor­ 
tant crop in our rotation, it should re­ 
ceive the attention of any existing 
educational organization. 
We have 
at present three wheat fertilization 
tests running in this county to deter­ 
mine the most economical system of 
fertilization. 
The control of insects, such as the 
Angoumois 
Moth and 
Bam Weevil, 
offers an opportunity for a large sav­ 
ing to the fanners of this county. 
Dairying 
The number of dairy cows in Adams 
county is nineteen thousand. The av­ 
erage milk 
production 
per cow is 
4500 lba. per yea*-. It is quite possible 
through proper agencies and effort to 
increase this amount to a considerable 
degree. This could be done: 
By successfully operating various 


co-operative Cow Testing Associa­ 
tions. 
The organizing of Pure Bred Bull 
Association which will make available 
animals for her sires which are really 
worth while. 
Elimination of the scrub sire 
and 
the beef sire which are at present used 
to a certain extent as herd sires. 
A 
personal campaign should be waged 
by every individual interested in bet­ 
tering the dairy industry to 
help 
j eliminate the scrub sire. 
This fourth statement is one which 
may not meet the approval of every­ 
one in my hearing, but it has come to 
my observation so vividly that I can­ 
not refrain from mentioning it.* It 
is the elimination of dairy cattle Sales 
at which the kind of animals offered 
are f a r 'from a credit to a County 
whose dairy industry ranks high as it 
does in ours. I do not know what the 
proper method of attack in eliminating 
this would be. Perhaps before we ask 
for these 
sales 
to discontinue 
the 
Farm Bureau may serve in the capa­ 
city of an agency to educate the farm ­ 
ers who patronage these sales, to the 
point that it will be clear to them that 
under ordinary conditions it is 
an 
unprofitable proposition. 
A campaign for better feeding and 
management of our dairy cows will 
unquestionably improve the value per 
cow, as well as the amount of milk 
produced per year. 
Fruits 
Adams 
county being 
the leading 
county in the State in the production 
of fruits has been and should continue 
to follow steps to hold it in that posi­ 
tion. 
We are finding scores of men 
in this county trying to take better 
care of their orchards and many are 
planting new orchards with the hope 
of reaping a harvest sometime in the 
future. Assistance can be given along 
the fruit line in the control of insects 
and diseases by demonstrating and ad­ 
vising on proper sprays, material and 
application. 
The time, manner and 
material are the three big items for | 
affective disease and insect control on j 
farm crops.

State College and conducted ten cull­ 
ing demonstrations 
in different sec­ 
tions in Adams county. 
Fall meet­ 
ings on feeding 
and winter manage­ 
ment of poultry and spring meetings 
on management and rearing of chicks 
were held in these same communities. 
The success of this poultry program 
will be determined by the reports giv­ 
en by the farmers in various sections 
of the county. 
We can develop a high strain of lay­ 
ing hens in the poultry business just 
as we have and are producing a strain 
of milk cows which far exceeds in pro­ 
duction what we considered a good 
amount a number of years ago. 
We 
can produce laying strains that will 
give annually 200 or more eggs just as 
easily as we can breed a dairy cow to 
reach an annual production of from 12 
to 16,000 lbs. of milk per year. 
The agitating and demonstrating 
the use of electric lights in the Poul­ 
try house has wonderful possibilities 
without question and is at present be­ 
ing operated in Adams county with 
good success. 
This might well 
be 
studied more intensively and if prac­ 
tical, its application should be spread 
to other parts of the county.

Shields wrote to know w hether this 
State had special statues regardng 
lynching and whether he thought 
it

“Our general statutes are 
quite 
adequate,” says Mr. Alter in rem ark- : 
ing that there are no special statutes j 
on the subject. 
“ You inquire whether 
in my opinion the laws, courts

possible, perpetration of the crime of 
lynching, and to properly punish those 
engaged in this murderous offense;
